By PROF. E. S. SAVAGE 
IV. Forage Crops for Roughage Next Winter 


which is head and shoulders above all others except 

perhaps alfalfa. That crop is corn. Corn is king of the 
cereal grains and for all dairy farmers is king of the rough- 
ages. No dairy farmer can afford to continue without a silo. 
This statement cannot be made too strong. Therefore the 
main part of this article shall be a plea for silage on every 
dairy farm. 

It is still early enough for every farmer to plan for a crop 
of corn for next winter’s feeding, and there will be plenty of 
time to buy and build the silo in the late summer. Plan now 
and plant enough acres of corn to give you silage enough for 
your herd next winter. Estimating thirty pounds per head per 
day for 180 days’ feeding, a silo which will hold 100 tons will 
furnish silage enough for liberal feeding for a herd of 35 
mature cows or the equivalent. A silo 16 feet in diameter and 
30 feet deep will hold upwards of 100 tons with some allow- 
ance for settling from the top after filling. 

The yield per acre of good varieties of corn for silage on 
good land will average eight to ten tons per acre. Therefore 
plan for ten acres of corn this spring, build a good silo and be 
on a firm foundation for feeding next winter. 

Silage is the cheapest forage that can be grown. To prove 
this a comparison is made with hay. Silage is worth for feed- 
ing, one-third the value of good clover hay. This is a safe 
and simple way of calculating the value of silage and may be 
shown to be true in several ways. 

1. There are 354 pounds of total digestible nutrients in 
one ton of corn silage; in one ton of red clover hay, 1,018 
pounds of total digestible nutrients. Therefore, on this basis 
three tons of silage are more than equal to one ton of hay. If 
hay is worth $12 per ton, silage is worth $4 per ton. 2. Look 
at the cost of production of silage. Can it be produced for $4 
per ton? 

The best estimate to which the author has access is the 
following table taken from “Feeds and Feeding,” by Henry & 
Morrison. This shows the cost well below $4 per ton:

Computed in another way, one ton of silage in the corn 





belt will contain 5 bushels of corn at $.50 = $2.50, plus $1 per 
ton of putting the corn into the silo, equals $3.50 per ton. 
This again checks below one-third the value of hay. Other 
methods may be used in checking up and in every case it will 
be found that silage is the cheapest roughage produced, con- 
sidering its value from the point of succulence, which means 
health and milk with dairy cows, and food value. 

A second great point in favor of silage is the cost and ease 
of storage. This is shown easily by a comparison with the 
storage of hay. A 100-ton silo 16x30 feet will have in it 6,040 
cubic feet. To store the equivalent 30 tons of hay will re- 
quire 15,000 cubic feet of barn room at least as costly in 
construction. 

This brings up the question of first cost for those who must 
build new silos in order to have silage next year. A careful 
study of the comparative costs of the different types of silos 
based on the 100-ton size yields the following data: 

Wooden stave silos cost $1.50 per ton capacity; solid con- 
crete type $2.50 per ton; cement block $4 per ton, and vitrified 
hollow tile $5.50 per ton. If we add this cost of the silo to 
the cost of production given above, a valuation of $4 per ton 
for the silage covers the entire cost of a stave silo in one 
year. Therefore can any dairyman afford to be without silage 
next winter? 

The next great question is the question of hay. Computed 
from the 1910 census the following table gives the average 
yield per acre from alfalfa, clover, timothy, and corn on an 
air dry basis:

This shows in no uncertain way why the acreage of alfalfa 
has doubled during the last ten years and puts this crop ahead 
of any other dry roughage. Alfalfa hay forms the best supple- 
ment to corn silage. . The man who has both alfalfa and corn 
silage has gone a long way in solving his feeding problems. 
Therefore after planning for silage all dairy farmers should 
turn their attention to the production of alfalfa. We need 
not go into detail. A glance which shows the comparative 
production of total digestible nutrients per acre and the com- 
parative production of digestible protein is all that is needed. 
Then couple this evidence with the fact that the alfalfa crop is 
perennial through at least five years when a good stand is 
secured. Therefore the foundation is silage and alfalfa. 

The writer is well aware that a crop of alfalfa or clover 
hay cannot be secured for next winter beginning now, but we 
never will get it unless we begin, so let us plan for it now. 

A very significant statement was once made to the writer 
by a New York farmer who had had much experience with 
alfalfa in the alfalfa belt. He said: “If you will do as much 
for the clover plant as you are willing to do for the alfalfa 
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plant in the way of preparation of the seed bed, lime, etc., the 
clover plant will do as much for you.” There is a chance for 
much reflection on this. We do a great deal for alfalfa. Per- 
haps if we were more careful of our clover and did a little 
more for it, it would greatly repay us. This gentleman prac- 
tices a short rota- 
tion of clover, 
potatoes, corn, oats 
and clover again. 
When asked if he 
did not want a hay 
crop which would 
stay down more 
than one year, he 
said he wanted the 
clover sod for his 
potatoes. On some 
fields he seeded 
timothy with the 
clover and _ used 
the timothy for a 
cash crop. ‘Timo- 
thy and mixed 
grasses are a very 
poor substitute for 
clover or alfalfa 
hay for feeding 
dairy cattle. 


Soy bean hay, 
cowpea hay and 
hay from oats 
and peas are all 
crops that may 
be utilized for a 
leguminous rough- 
age for next 
winter.

We fed some recently after not disturbing the silo for a 
period of about two weeks and although it apparently looked all right 
and did not smell spoiled it seemed to give one or two of our cows 
trouble. None- of them ate it very well either. Now if you could 
tell us something about this point, it might help some others who are 
in the same boat as ourselves. W. COR,

Ans.—No. 1. I do recommend silage put up the fall 
before in preference to a soiling system for summer feed- 
ing. Whether some green crops may be grown to good 
advantage depend on individual preference. If both green 
crops and silage are to be used, the silage is used between 
the green crops, that is, to fill in when no green crops 
are available. 


No. 2. Silage is unfit for feeding when moldy. If 


there is no evidence of much mold and the silage appears 
good, it should give no trouble. The recommendation of 
the writer that it is possible to use silage from a silo at 


intervals with a week or more between is based on ex- 
perience with the silos at Cornell University. It is the 
practice there to use the silage intermittently to supple- 
ment pasture and between green crops. Care has been 
taken to disturb the surface as little as possible and 
usually the silage has come from the lower half of the 
silo where it is of course packed down very hard. Some- 
times a little moldy silage has had to be removed but not 
often and the loss has been comparatively small. 


We have read your first two articles with a great deal of interest 
and will be very grateful if you will give*us the best grain mixture 
to be made of the following in such proportions as you think best to 
produce or rather force a cow to do her best. 


Gluten, wheat bran, ground oats, corn meal, oil meal. We are 
furnishing the kindness light, pure air, pure water, and an abundance 
of salt, have plenty of fine corn, ensilage and are feeding some alfalfa 
hay, but about ready to quit that as no need of it when grass comes. 
Will appreciate a reply. J. H. &. 


Kentucky. 


Ans.—In answer to your inquiry for a grain mixture 
from certain feeds, I suggest the following: 
400 lbs. corn meal 
500 Ibs. gluten feed 
300 Ibs. oil meal 
400 lbs. ground oats 
400 lbs. wheat bran. 
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The Pennsylvania State Dairy Union and the Pennsylvania 
Breeders’ Association, at their joint meeting held recently, 
went on record as strongly favoring a national enactment pro- 
viding protection for dairying interests in respect to Oleo sales 
similar to that enforced in that State at present. _ 

W. T. Creasy, secretary of the legislative committee of the 
Pennsylvania State Grange, spoke at the joint session of dairy- 
men and breeders and explained the provisions of the law. 
Mr. Creasy stated in this address that the law now on the 
Federal statute books regulating the sale of oleomargarine was 
enacted for the purpose of placing a handicap on commercial 
dishonesty by taxing the counterfeit article 10c per pound, 
while the honest, natural product was taxed only %4c per 
pound. This law has been so effective that it has met with the 
emphatic disapproval of the oleomargarine interests, and 
therefore a determined attempt has been made to break it 
down. The Lever bill, so-called, is pronounced by the oleo- 
margarine people as containing substantially all that they want. 
In order that those opposing this measure might have some- 
thing positive to fight for, rather than to be merely opposing 
the Lever bill, a bill was prepared somewhat hurriedly by 
representatives of the dairy interests and was introduced by 
Representative Haugen. After taking more time to perfect 
the bill, a second Haugen bill was introduced, and when the 
committee on agriculture postponed further consideration of 
oleomargarine legislation until the 4th of December, the 
directors of the Dairy Union called into consultation with 
them representatives of other dairy interests and gave much 
care and thought to further perfecting the Haugen bill. In 
brief the effort has been to strengthen the present law, by 
remedying some weaknesses that have developed in it. In 
addition the new bill meets the claim of the oleomargarine 
people that the present law with its 10c tax on colored oleo- 
margarine increases the price of living. This claim is false, 
but to save controversy over the point and to show that the 
dairy interests do not desire to do anything that would even 
by implication add to the consumer’s burdens, the bill which 
has been prepared eliminates the 10c tax in consideration of a 
provision that the coloring of oleomargarine in imitation of 
butter and the mixing of butter and oleomargarine shall be 
prohibited. The oleomargarine manufacturers claim as a dis- 
tinctive merit for some grades of their product that it con- 
tains 50 per cent. of butter. The dairy interests have no war 
with honest oleomargarine as such, but believe that each 
article should stand on its merits and find its own market 
based on those merits. 

Another feature of the bill is the prescribing of a color 
standard beyond which oleomargarine cannot go. This is for 
the purpose of rendering more effective the administrative 
features of the law and is rendered possible by the working 
out by the National Bureau of Standards of a practical means 
for scientifically measuring colors. It is now as feasible to 
submit a sample to an optical laboratory and get a statement 
of the measurement of the color as it is to submit a sample to 
the bacteriologist and get a report as to the number of bacteria 
it contains. 

In a letter to the World on this subject, Mr. Creasy offers 
a copy of J. H. Maurer’s letter to Samuel Gompers, national 
president of the Allied Labor Organizations. Mr. Maurer is 
president of the State Federation of Labor. He states: 

“The laws of Pennsylvania do not allow manufacturers or 
dealers to color imitation butter. The consumer may, how- 
ever, color it. But, once colored, it shall not be sold again. 

“For the past six years, or the three last legislative sessions 
of Pennsylvania, I opposed all proposed legislation which 
aimed to legalize the coloring of imitation butter by manufac- 
turérs or dealers. My objections are not based on any thought 
that coloring matter is unhealthful or that imitation butter is 
not fit for human consumption. My objection is solely an 
economic one. At present imitation butter, in its natural 
state, sells for from 18 to 22 cents a pound in Pennsylvania, 
while the genuine dairy product costs 36 cents a pound. The 
purer the imitation, the whiter it is. If the manufacturers and 
dealers in the imitation article were permitted to color their 
product, the imitation would be complete, so much so that 
nothing short of an analysis would reveal its component parts. 
This is, at least, true of the great majority of consumers. 

“The imitation article, therefore, like any other imitation 
which closely resembles the genuine, comes in direct competi- 
tion with it. Once we allow it to be colored, its price will 
begin to soar dangerously close to the real article, and, as a 
consequence, the consumer who is now buying oleomargarine, 
or butterine, for 20 cents a pound, will pay the advanced price. 

“Enclosed find copy of an advertisement which will verify 
this contention. The River Creamery and Elgin brands, men- 
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tioned on advertisement, are colored in imitation of dairy 
butter and the price is 10 cents a pound higher than the un- 
colored. The result of this kind of competition would mean 
ruin to the dairy farmer. The imitation being so perfect, de- 
ception would be easy and the market for the dairy product 
would weaken. 

“One thing sure, the farmer never could hope to compete 
with the manufacturers of the imitation article. As a result, 
many of the dairy farmers would be compelled to go out of 
the dairy business and turn their farms to raising something 
else. And just as fast as this happened, the price of the imi- 
tation article will rise until finally the great packing companies 
will have a monopoly, then the consumer will pay more for 
the imitation article than we are now paying for the genuine. 
Besides, the imitation will, most likely, not be as pure as it is 
now, if colored, because the purer, the whiter, and the con- 
sumers know this. When colored, a certain amount of impure, 
foreign matter may be used and cannot be detected by sight 
because of the coloring. 

“On the other hand, if the farmers cannot find a profitable 
market for their milk and turn their farms to other products, 
it means the starving of their land, as fertilizer’s cattle are the 
life of soil. 

“Therefore, looking at the question from every angle pos- 
sible, I can see but two reasons why some dealers and manu- 
facturers.want a law, giving them the right to color in imita- 
tion of butter, their product; one is to charge more for their 
product, and the other, to give them a monopoly of the butter 
market. 

“Let oleomargarine and butterine and all other substitutes 
stand on their own feet and sell for what they are and not for 
what their manufacturers can make people helieve they are.” 





Test Your Seed Oats 


The Seed Laboratory of the United States Department of 
Agriculture has recently made germination tests of seed oats 
from the States of Indiana, Iowa and Kansas. These should 
represent a fair average of the seed that will be sowed this 
spring, as the seed came from farmers in response to requests 
for samples of the oats they are going to sow themselves. 

The average germination was lowest for Indiana and high- 
est for Iowa. Of the 2,900 samples tested from the three 
States, 268, or over 9 per cent, germinated less than 75 per 
cent; 122 samples, or over 4 per cent, germinated less than 50 
per cent, and 54 samples, or nearly 2 per cent, germinated less 
than 25 per cent. This shows that much of the seed oats in- 
tended to be used this spring germinates poorly and that 
germination tests should be made in all cases before sowing. 

At the same time that the above tests were made, 576 sam- 
ples taken from car lots of commercial oats were tested, the 
average germination being 78 per cent. This shows that where 
commercial oats must be depended on for a seed supply it is 
even more important to test the seed for germination than 
when local supplies are relied on. 

Seed showing a low germination should either not be sowed 
or enough extra seed should be used to insure getting a good 
stand.

A Good Pennsylvania Herd 


in the famous Chester Valley, known far and wide 

for its exceptional loam, and near the _ historical 
Valley Forge, is located the farm of Charles W. Bray, 
who though a comparative newcomer in the ranks of 
Holstein-Friesian breeders is, nevertheless, one of the 
most enthusiastic. 

His farm is known as “Bellwood Farm” and is in the 
town of Bridgeport; it consists of 240 acres and includes 
about 25 acres of woodland and 25 acres of blue grass 
pasture, the balance being in cultivation. All the fields 
are well watered and the farm buildings and silos are all 
of modern construction. 

At the present time Mr. Bray’s herd is composed of 
about 40 head pure bred Holsteins and in their selection 
he has shown a foresight which promises for him and his 
herd a high place in the ranks of breeders. He plans, a 
little later on, as he increases his herd, to build a modern 
fire proof barn and will eventually carry about 125 head of 
pure breds. His idea is ‘to establish a herd and build it 
up for his son, William McKinley Bray, who is at present 
a senior at Haverford College and who, upon his gradua- 
tion, is to devote his time to the farm management. 

At present the herd is headed by Ormsby Pontiac 
Hengerveld, a sire purchased from Stevens Brothers Com- 
pany of Liverpool, N. Y., together with twenty heifers, a 
little less than a year ago when he first took up Holstein 
breeding. This bull’ is a son of King Korndyke Henger- 
veld Ormsby and his dam is K. P. Kate, a fine daughter 
of King of the Pontiacs, with a seven-day record of 25.01 
lbs. butter from 539.20 Ibs. milk and for thirty days, 151.51 
lbs. butter from 2343.30 lbs. milk. Her dam is a 24-lb. 
daughter of Hengerveld De Kol. 

The herd also has some very promising females, in- 
cluded among them being daughters of King Segis 
Pontiac, whose dam has 37.21 -lbs.; Johanna McKinley

Bellemore Crissie Veeman, who is a daughter of 
Ladoga King Veeman De Kol and Crissie De Kol Beryl 
with a record of 26.34 lbs. butter from 430.7 Ibs. milk at 
four and one-half years of age. 

Allamuchy Ormsby Corona, a 17.79-lb. two-year-old 


Lyi =. in Pennsylvania, 18 miles from Philadelphia, 


and Allamuchy Jewess Pauline with 17.44 lbs. at three and 
one-half years. 

Within the last month Mr. Bray has made two im- 
portant additions to his herd, having recently visited the 
farm of Stevens Brothers Company and purchased a son 
and daughter of King of the Pontiacs. 

The bull is a youngster born November 2, 1915, named 
King Pontiac Bellwood. He is a wonderfully fine son of 
his wonderful sire. He is a rare individual and in his 
veins runs the bluest of Holstein blue blood. His dam 
is Hengerveld Pontiac Pietertje who at six years of age 
has a 7-day record of 32.58 lbs. butter from 590.30 Ibs. 
milk. Her record for 29% days at the same age is 122.81 
lbs. butter from 2454.4 lbs. milk. At five years of age she 
made 30.05 lbs. butter in seven days and 106.79 Ibs. in 
thirty days. This cow is sired by a son of King of the 
Pontiacs from a 25-lb. dam. Her dam’s dam is by Butter 
Boy Mercedes Prince, he, a grandson of De Kol 2d’s 
Butter Boy 3d. Certainly in obtaining this calf Mr. Bray 
has secured one that has every requirement needed to 
make a great sire.

Holsteins in Canada 
AN INTERVIEW WITH PRESIDENT HALEY OF THE CANADIAN ASSOCIATIO. 


The effect that the great war will have 
upon the future of the Holstein industry 
in Canada is a matter of a great deal 
of interest to the average American 
breeder. Not only does he foresee the 
wonderful possibilities of Canada as a 
dairy country, but the average breeder 
also gives a great deal of thought to the 
effect that war will have upon the dairy 
industry of that nation by the withdrawal 
of so many of its young men. 


The World recently commissioned 
Walter J. Fairweather, our Canadian rep- 
resentative, to interview the president of 
the Holstein Friesian Association of 
Canada, M. L. Haley, one of Canada’s 
leading breeders. Mr. Fairweather asked 
Mr. Haley the following questions: 
“What is your opinion of the future of 
the Holsteins?” “Will they maintain 
their high place among farmers?” “Is 
the price likely to be lower and will the 
market be larger?” “What are the 
prospects after the war is over?” 


We are very glad to present Mr. 
Haley’s answers to the above questions 
contained in a letter written to our Can- 
adian representative. 


Yours to hand asking my ideas _ re- 
garding the future of the Holstein busi- 
ness. I might say that I feel certain that 
during this period of business depres- 
sion, when many new enterprises flourish 
for awhile, only to meet with disappoint- 
ment and failure, that the dairyman 
must feel like congratulating himself 
upon the business in which he is en- 
gaged. 

When we consider the Holstein cattle 
as a breed with their world-wide reputa- 
tion as milk producers (say nothing of

their valuable offspring), the great rec- 
ords that are constantly being made by 
cows coming into prominence which 
were before unheard of, the inquiries 
sent in to the secretary for literature 
along the line of dairying from men in 
new districts who are taking up dairying 
and mixed farming, the demand for Hol- 
stein bulls of superior type, the numer- 
ous applications being received for mem- 
bership in the Association, is it any won- 
der then that we consider all this as

One of our cows got her udder hurt last 
summer and gave bloody milk for a while 
but got all right and at this freshing she is 
giving bloody milk again. Could you please 
give me a cure for same? Could you give a 
cure for spider in teat without a knife?

For bloody milk give epson salts, 
one-half pound, gamboge two drams 
in a quart of warm water, repeat this 
for three days. Then commence to 
give in half pint of warm water, once 
a day, for ten days, saltpeter, half 
ounce; chlorate potash, two drams. 
Cut rich food down for some time. 

For spider—Hold teat for a short 
time after each milking in a cupful 
of saturated solution of blue stone, 
then rub glycerine on point of teat. 

Have a cow with a 23 lb. record that her 
milk flow is getting weak in one of her back 
quarters and very strong in the other. Am 
afraid she will soon be a three teater. What 
is your advice in this case? 

AS Ro. 


The uneven conditions of your 
cow’s bag is caused by the secretive 
organs not equalizing their functional 
activity. The treatment indicated for 
the declining quarter is to massage it 
after each milking with olive oil, eight 
ounces; turpentine and a quart am- 
monia each two ounces, mixed. 


I have a very fine two year old heifer that 
freshened last November the 15th, was tested— 
her udder was well developed and she had 
no trouble with it. After she had been milked 
about two months, I noticed one hind quarter 
appeared slack and at present the opposite 
quarter almost hides this quarter from view 
and gives more milk than any other quarter. 
The slack quarter does not give quite as much 
milk as the two forward quarters. It makes 
a bad appearance from the rear. Is there 
any remedy for developing this quarter? Do 
you think that it will remedy itself when she 
freshens again? :

Inquiries of late have been more for 
yearly milk production than for high 
seven-day butter records, making it eyj. 
dent that. the new beginner is having a 
much higher ideal of the class of cattle 
he wants, and with the high prices of 
dairy products and depression of other 
industries, many persons are turning to 
dairying, despite the fact that so many 
from our farms are enlisting. 

I do not look for any decrease in 
prices of cattle after the war; on the 
contrary, I am inclined to the opinion 
that prices will go much higher, and the 
fact that Holsteins are selling for low 
prices at consignment sales has come 
about simply because so many breeders 
consign only the culls, or tail-enders of 
their herds. 

Good cattle at a dispersion sale always 
sell well, but the scrubs, although selling 
for doubtless their full value, are selling 
on par with grade cattle, thereby creat- 
ing a bad impression on the home mar- 
ket. An effort should be made to change 
this state of affairs. 

According to statistics during the last 
year, in Canada alone there has been a 
decrease of 36,000 head of dry cattle and 
7,000 milch cows, and although the pros- 
pect of extending our market to foreign 
countries seems but a speculation, that 
subject having been taken up with the 
British Government and discouraged by 
them, I believe that one of the changes 
to be brought about by the war will be 
the possibility of exporting cattle to 
some of the European countries, as Ger- 
many is reported to have stripped Bel- 
gium and Northern France of over 
1,000,000 head of cattle. 

So in summing up the situation, I 
would say that I firmly believe that the 
breeder who keeps in full swing in the 
dairy business is the one who will reap 
the harvest. M. L. HALEY,

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Preparedness for Dairymen 


ROF. SAVAGE’S article this week takes up, we might 
P say, the question of preparedness from the dairyman’s 

standpoint. He advocates a thorough preparation 
now against the needs of next winter for roughage. His 
discussion deals with silage chiefly because of its oft- 
proven value as a dairy feed, its economy and its adapta- 
bility to all climates and conditions. 


There is no doubt in the minds of perhaps the greatest 
portion of our readers as to the necessity of a silo on the 
dairy farm. But the World, with its constantly growing 
family of Holstein breeders, has a few junior members 
who are just breaking into the dairy game, and into the 
great game of breeding Holsteins for Pleasure and Profit. 
To them we recommend Prof. Savage’s words of advice 
most especially. They must realize that to deal profitably 
in Holsteins or in any other breed one must be prepared 
to feed liberally, and, naturally enough, economically also. 
For the silo is absolutely essential, and a study of such a 
series as we are now presenting regarding the feeding of 
dairy cattle will be worth many dollars to them. 


Where the Hardship Falls 


T is not the purpose or desire of the World, as a spokes- 
man for the Holstein-Friesian breed, to indulge in the 
gentle are of “knocking” other breeds. Each, we must 

admit, has its line of usefulness and its established place 
in the great scheme. 

The American Jersey Cattle Club appears particularly 
jubilant over a reported action contemplated by the New 
York City Department of Health to enforce an order 
which will not permit milk to be sold in that city which 
contains less than 8.5 per cent. of solids not fat. In their 
advertising, spread broadcast throughout the country, this 
club states: 

There is only one way by which this can be ac- 
complished, and that is by using cows whose milk 
will test higher than the average ot the animals now 
being kept. The breeds of milch cows whose milk 
tests high in butter-fat, test correspondingly high in 
solids not fat. The average percentage of fat in the 
milk of Jersey cows has been shown by the records 
of 4,297 cows, tested for one year under the authority 
of the State agricultural experiment stations, to be 








5.34. Ina table issued by the United States Bureay 
of Animal Industry the composition of Jersey milk 
is given as 9.16% solids not fats, and 4.956% fat, 
making 14.11% total solids.. The composition of 
Holstein milk is given as 8.27% solids not fats and 
3.08% fat, making 11.38% total solids. 
Their advertising further states: 

The action taken by the New York Health De. 
—" is solely in the-interests of the consumers 
of milk. 


We take the liberty of quoting from so good an author- 
ity as Hoard’s Dairyman on this matter: 

There is no question but that a city has a right to 
make a standard and can enforce it, but a standard 
may be so high as to work an injustice not only 
against the producer but against the consumer. A 
milk standard that requires not less than 8.5% solids 
not fat in milk prevents the consumer from buying 
milk testing 3.5% fat. 

According to Professor T. L. Haecker of Minne- 
sota, 3.5% milk contains on the average 8.26% solids 
not fat, and 4% milk contains only 8.62%. I this 
order is enforced by the Departmen: of Health of 
New York City, it would not be safe for a dairyman 
to offer for sale milk containing less than 4% fat, 
as there would be grave danger of it containing less 
than 8.5% solids not fat and being, therefore, illegal 
milk. In making standards it is expected there 
would be some leeway between the standard pro- 
vided and the product placed upon the market. We 
consider it an unjust standard and, we might say, 

a stupid standard. 

If it seems desirable for the authorities of New 
York City to provide a definite standard for milk, 
we can see no harm in it, if they will make provision 
so that milk containing less fat and solids than the 
standard may be sold, provided the producer notifies 
the consumer of the composition of his milk. 

It is unnecessary to give our own views on the matter 
in the face of such testimony from such a well informed 
judge as Hoard’s. It strikes the average Holstein man 
that this paper has put the matter just about as it should 
be put and that it has arrived at some very sensible con- 
clusions based on impartial and just observations. 


The Fiscal Year is Closing 


The following notice is sent out by Superintendent of 
Advanced Registry, M. H. Gardner, calling attention to the 
closing of the fiscal year 1915-16: 





Holstein-Friesian owners making official tests should 
not forget that the fiscal year 1915-16 comes to a close 
on April 30th, and that entries to the 27th volume of 
Advanced Register Year Book (Blue Book) close on 
the same date. All certified reports of official tests re- 
ceived from any State Agricultural College that bear 
the mailing postmark of April 30th, will be accepted 
provided they reach this office promptly and are com- 
plete in all respects, which will place all breeders on a 
par. All breeders should remember that most State 
Agricultural Colleges hold up reports of tests for which 
their bills remain unpaid, and should act promptly in the 
making of payments in order that the reports of their 
-— may be included in the 27th volume of the Blue 

ook. 


It should also be borne in mind that all detailed re- 
ports of official tests, when completed by the supervisor 
or owner, must be forwarded to the officer in charge of 
official test work in the State in which the tests are 
made for certification, and that if such detailed reports 
of tests are sent direct to the Advanced Registry Office 
in an incomplete condition, they cannot be accepted but 
must be first returned to the State Agricultural College 
of that State for certification. In such states as ad- 
minister the oath of office to supervisors, it is not nec- 
essary that the’ required signed statement made by the 
supervisor be attested by a notary public or other officer 
authorized to administer the oath; but the acknowl- 
edgment of owner, feeder, and milker must in all in- 
stances be so attested. So, any owner who sends any 
report of test direct to the Advanced Registry Office 
without certification by the officer in charge in his 
State only delays the acceptance of the test, and may 
thereby miss the entry of the test in the 27th volume 
of the Blue Book.

Senator Joseph N. Hackney of Arden Farms reports the 
junior two-year-old record for milk production with Jewel 
Pontiac Segis. The record is 590 pounds in seven days. An- 
other member of this herd, Beauty Girl Pontiac Segis, broke 
recently the junior two-year-old record for butter production 
with 28.73. She held this record, which was a world’s mark 
for just ten days, it having been recently eclipsed by Fairview 
Korndyke Pietertje, who made 30.19.

New York State: Losses from dis- 
ease past ysar, 1.8 per cent, ten-year av- 
verage, 2.2 per cent. Losses from expos- 
ure past year, 1.21 per cent; ten-year av- 
erage, 0.4 per cent. 

United States: Losses from disease 
past year, 1.96 per cent; ten-year aver- 
age, 2.01 per cent. Losses from exposure 
past year, 1.07 per cent; ten-year aver- 
age, 1.56 per cent. 





Coating the seed of legumes with in- 
oculated soil before planting is a simple 
method of insuring soil inoculation at 
slight cost. County agents in Illinois 
have found ordinary furniture glue ef- 
fective in holding particles of inoculated 
soil to the seeds. The method gives 
each individual seed some of the par- 
ticles of inoculated soil which it carries 
with it when it is planted. The scheme 


requires but a small amount of inocu- 
lated soil, and costs but a few cents an 
acre. The method is described in Farm- 
ers’ Bulletin 704 of the United States 
Department of Agriculture as follows: 


Dissolve two handfuls of furniture 
glue for every gallon of boiling water 
and allow the solution to cool. Put the 
seed in a washtub and then sprinkle 
enough of the solution on the seed to 
moisten but not to wet it (one quart per 
bushel is sufficient), and stir the mix- 
ture thoroughly until all the seed are 
moistened. 


Secure the inoculated soil from a place 
where the same kind of plants as the 
seed are growing, making sure that the 
roots have a vigorous development of 
nodules. Dry the soil in the shade, 
preferably in the barn or basement, and 
pulverize it thoroughly into a dust. 
Scatter this dust over the moistened 
seed, using from one-half to one gallon 
of dirt for each bushel of seed, mixing 
thoroughly until the seed no longer stick 
together. The seed are then ready to 
sow.

Un- 
til the different consignors see this point 
and in making consignments that will 
stand up to every inspection and prove 
to their new owner that they are the 
goods as advertised, not until = 
the sales become popular. T 
ment sale is a very convenient way, 
breeders to dispose of some of the 
stock and it brings a larger crowd to- 
gether than several small sales of indi- 
vidual breeders.

He to-day has 34 A. R. O. daughters 
but it is not the number of daughters 
that count. Number is merely a mat- 
ter of chance. The question there- 
fore is not “how many” but “how 
good” and viewed from that stand- 
point Sir Prilly Walker can claim a 
leading position among the great 
sires of the breed.

The enthusiasm of our exhibitors this

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Importance of Good Sires 


T HE influence of the good, pure-bred - 

sire is the most important factor in 
the improvement of the herd. I consider 
that the sire is more than half of the 
herd, therefore the inferior sire should 
go to the butcher. Sires should be se- 
lected from families of good type and be 
backed up with good records of milk 
and fat. Often a few dollars difference 
in the prices of a good and of an inferior 
sire influences men from procuring the 
superior animal. This difference is often 
more than made up by the first crop of 
calves: I am an advocate of keeping the 
old bull until his usefulness is past. 
Often good bulls go to the butcher be- 
fore their ability to produce heifers of 
high quality has become established. 


In selecting a sire, choose one that is 
strong and vigorous, and _ especially 
strong where the females of the herd are 
weak. Where the herd production had 
increased it was frequently due to the 
better sires used from time to time.—R. 
R. Ness in Farm and Dairy (Canada).

Silage is more palatable to cattle. 

It has been proven that fodder corn or 
ensilage yields twice the dry matter that 
can be secured from a crop of roots 
grown on the same land. 

It increases the milk and cream pro- 
duction and decreases the feeding cost. 

There is a large number of crops suit- 
able for ensilage, such as the ordinary 
grasses, clovers, lucerne, vetches, oats, 
rye, corn and various weeds. 

By all uniting in its use will help build 
up the country. 

It stands like a beacon light to the 
farmers and points the way to safety to 
those whose course to independence is 
beset by crop failures and high-priced 
feeds.

Value of Farm Lands 
Increased 


The value of farm lands of the united 
States, without improvements, is esti- 
mated at $45.55 per acre, as compared 
with $40.85 a year ago, $40.31 two years 
ago, $38.10 three years ago, and $36.23 
four years ago. ‘The cansus reported 
the value of farm lands in 1910 as $32.40 
and in 1900 as $15.57 per acre. 


In recent years the value of farm 
lands has been increasing at the rate of 
about 5 per cent a year, or approximately 
$2 per acre per year. The exceptional 
increase of the past year may be ex- 
plained partly by the reaction in the 
Southern cotton states following a tem- 
porary depression last year, and partly 
by the stimulus given by the war to 
prices, particularly of grain. 


Increases have been general through- 
out the United States, the only note- 
worthy exceptions being orchard lands 
and some irrigated lands in the north- 
west, which apparently had been over- 
valued before. 


The percentage increases in value of 
farm lands in the past year by sections 
of the United States are: North At- 
lantic States, 10 per cent; eastern part 
of North Central States, 9 per cent; 
western part of North Central States, 
12 per cent; South Atlantic States, 19 
per cent; South Central States, 11 per 
cent; Far Western States, 11 per cent; 
entire United States, 11.5 per cent.

Large vs. Small Cows 


There is much discussion in the dairy 
press of to-day on the relative merits 
of small cows vs. large cows. In order 
to determine whether large cows are 
more economical and more profitable 
producers than small cows, or vice 
versa, an experiment was started dur- 
ing the year. The cows were divided 
without regard to breed into groups of 
large and small cows. Cows weighing 
1,100 pounds or more were taken as 
large cows and those weighing less than 
1,100 pounds as small cows. 


This test was started by Mr. R. R. 
Feddersohn, a student of the Dairy Di- 
vision of the College under the super- 
vision of Mr. R. E. Hundertmark and 
lasted but five months. The results 
showed that with the cost of feed alone 
considered the small cows produced but- 
ter fat for one cent per pound less than 
the large cows, but did not produce milk 
as cheaply. When the total expenses 
were considered the large cows pro- 
duced butter fat at three cents less per 
pound and milk at 57 cents less per 
hundred than the small cows. The data 
taken on this short test tend to show 
that the larger dairy animal having a 
large capacity for consuming feed is the 
more economical and more profitable an- 
imal. However, these conclusions are 
tentative, and to obtain conclusive re- 
sults it will be necessary to continue the 
test for several years, which it is 
planned to do—From the 25th annual 
report of the Washington State Experi- 
ment Station.
